R.R. Near-Misses 
According to the National Safety 
Council, there were 605 near misses 
(incidents in which accident almost 
took place) at railroad grade cross- 
ings during 1967. The Council’s 
Committee on Motor Vehicle Safety 
at Railroad Grade Crossings derived 
this figure from reports made by 
train crews to their railroad division 
superintendent or other official. 
Besides reporting to the NSC, 
railroads forward “near miss” de- 
tails to any truck fleet or school dis-

trict whose vehicle may have been 
involved. Train crews find buses and 
trucks relatively easy to identify. 
But with passenger cars identifica- 
tion is almost impossible, and few 
passenger cars show up in near-miss 
reports. About four times as many 
passenger-car drivers have grade 
crossing accidents as drivers of other 
vehicles. 

The near misses reported in 1967 
included 156 involving school buses 
and 153 involving vehicles carrying 
flammable products. 
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
